Freeholder Chairman Charles 
F. Vatterott said the temporary 
discontinuance of the television 
programs over Station KETC 
(Channel 9) was approved at 
an executive meeting of the 
committe on primary  func- 
tions of metropolitan govern- 
ment. It will be proposed to 


the committee on _ relations 
with the public at its next 
meeting Thursday, he said. 


Vatterott said drafting of the 
municipal county plan under 
power No. 1 of the state Con- 
stitution had been turned over 
to the board's counsel, Robe ty 
H. McRoberts. A tentati: 
draft is expected in about 0 
days, Vatterott said 

Freer Discussion. 

In explaining the proposal 
to take the regular meetings | 
off the air at this time, Vat- 
terott said it was felt that more 
uninhibited discussion of the 
plan could be had under less 
public scrutiny and that time 
was growing short. The board 
must produce some plan for 
governmental co-ordination be- 
tween St Louis and St. Louis 
county by May 7. It will then 
be submitted to a vote of the 
people of both city and county 
in separate elections. 

After the board has the mu- 
nunicipal county plan in com- 
pleted form before it, the tele- 
visec meetings would be re- 
sumed as the board discusses 


the various provisions of the 
plan, Vatterott said. In anv 
event, this week's meeting 


Thursday at 8 p.m. will be tel- 
ecast, he said. 

In dislosing that McRoberts 
has been commissioned to draft 
the municipal county plan, Va- 
terott emphasized this does not 
mean the board has decided 
against employing outside ex- 
perts to assist in the task. He 
added that an announcement on 
this question probably would 
be made at the board’s next 
meeting. 

The committee on primary 
functions also voted to recom- 
mend that public hearings on 
the troublesome educational as- 
pect of the municipal county 
plan be deferred until the com- 
pleted plan is before the board. 
It had been planned to call in 
educators from city and county 
this week to give the board 
their ideas on how the problem 
should be handled. 


McRoberts has given the 
board a legal opinion that if 
the city and county are merged 
into a municipal county under 
the municipal government of 
the city, the St. Louis schoo! 
district would be extended to 
the entire area and the 29 
county districts would disap- 
pear. However, some members 
of the board believe a way can 
be found to preserve the county 
districts under such a plan. 

Two Public Hearings. 


Vatterott emphasized that 
two public hearings on the 
over-all operation of the board 
will be held as scheduled next 
Monday and Jan. 19. The first 
will be at Kiel Auditorium and 
the second at Clayton High 
School, both at 8 p.m. 

At both meetings, brief state- 
ments by members of the 
board will be made, comments 
from the audience will be in- 
vited and a questionnaire will 
be circulated seeking expres- 
sions of opinion on which con- 
stitutional power should be 
employed by the freeholders in 
drafting a plan. The municipal 
county plan would use 
No. 1 of the Constitution and | 
is supported at present by a 
slight majority of the board. 

Another group supports a | 
plan for a metropolitan district | 
for the functional administra- 
tion of certain services com- 
mon to the entire area such as 
traffic and transit, land use 
planning and civil defense.

Sgt. Bilko has 
just rounded out his fourth year on TV and, as far as I'm 
concerned, he’s as funny as ever. This is not unprecefted 
+ but it is unusual. Come- 
dians wear out their wel- 


be 


come awfully fast on 
television. 
Silvers, I discovered, 


is less optimistic about 
the show than the CBS 
brass. “I wanted to get 
out, you know,” he said. 
“I’m not a career man in 
the Army. But they told 
me, ‘Phil, you can’t really 


judge it.’ We're about 
two years closer to it 
than the viewers are. No- 
body sees all our shows 
—not even my closest 
friends. If you're a per- 
former it gets awfully 
easy to assume. that 
everyone is as familiar 


with your show as you 
are. You get to thinking 
you have to be complete- 
ly new and different every week. And you don't, 

“Of course, one reason for the continued freshness of 
the show is that we change our camp locale. Eventually 
we'll go to Europe. The show begs for it. It’s a natural. 
We once did send a man to Europe to take a few hundred 
still shots because we have a great three-dimensiona! gim- 
mick which makes the scenery look live. This guy shot 
everything, the Louvre, homes, the British museum. The 
pictures, I heard, were great. But I never saw them. He 
took a ship home called the Andrea Doria—and that was 
that.” 


PHIL SILVERS 


The Silvers show has no set policy on guest 

stars and that, he pointed out, was a great relief.

Though Dr. Shapley is a 
famous scientist, he is outside 
his field of competence when 
he talks about religion or meta- 
physics. His guess that there 
are thousands of inhabited 
planets is not incredible: it 
staggers the imagination but 
we can stretch our minds to 
accept it. 

Does it, however, affect the 
Christian faith? Does it di- 
minish the importance of the 
individual man whom God 
loves and seeks and redeems” 
Does it reduce the message of 
Christmas to a local supersti- 
tion? 

I think Alice Meynell gave 
the answer to those questions 
some 40 years ago in a poem, 
“Christ in the Universe.” She 
speaks of earth as a wayside 
planet whose chief treasure is 
one foresaken grave. We do 
not know, she says, in what 
guise He trod the Pleides, the 
Lyre, the Bear. And she con- 
cludes: 

“O. be prepared, my soul’ 

To read the inconceivable, 

to scan ‘ 
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The million forms of God 
whose stars unroll, 
When, in our turn, we show 
to them a Man” 

Mrs. Meynell's dazzling con- 
ception of that Epiphany among 
the galaxies is a fruitful theme 
for meditation on this, our 
celebration of the Epiphany at 
Bethleham, a village of earth. 

Some of our great reli- 
gious thinkers have express- 
ed horror at man’s invasion 
of space. They look upon it 
as an impiety, a presumption, 
an usurpation of Divine pre- 
rogatives. 

That attitude I cannot under- 
stand. The Bible paints man as 
a co-worker with God. How 
then, could any acquisition of 
knowledge, any conquest of 
things material or spiritual, be 
other than pleasing to the Cre- 
ator of mankind? It is true 
man can use his knowledge in 
the wrong way, and bring about 
disaster; he has done it be- 
fore: he is in a position now 
to do it on a planetary scale. 
But that does, not make the 
knowledge fself wicked. 

All these questions we have 
to face up to on this Twelfth 
Night of 1959.

BELIEVE ME, there’s noth- 
ing weak or gentle about the 
feminine sex when it comes to 
dishonesty on the job. 

In the efforts of Investiga- 
tions, Inc., to control losses, 
plug leaks and uncover illegal 
practices which drain the 
profits out of business, we find 
that the American woman em- 
ploye takes an amount at least 
equivalent to her portion of 
the total number of workers. 

In fields where there are 
more women in trusted po- 
sitions than men—in depart- 
ment stores, for example— 
women are responsible for 
even more wrongdoings than 
their male co-workers. 

Here is part of a confession 
we received from a young wo- 
man at a department store in 
Los Angeles: 

“While working for this 
company, I admit stealing a 
substantial amount of mer- 
chandise running into thou- 
sands of dollars. These are 
some of the ways I operated 

“I would steal dresses or 
lingerie and wear thém home 
after work; some items I would 
merely stuff into my purse, 
others I would hand out to 
friends or rélatives who vis- 
ited me at the store. | would 
hide packages in a nearby bus 
terminal locker and then take 
them at night. On evenings the 
store was open and we worked 
late, I would take stolen mer- 
chandise home during my sup- 
per hour and then return to 
work. 

“The store has been good to 
me: I have no excuse for what 
I did except that I needed the 
money to go out with a bunch 
of girls who are better dressed, 
and I couldn't seem to help 
myself.” 

This misguided woman's mo- 
tive for stealing was pride. 

We find, though, that wom- 
en become dishonest for a 
number of other reasons, some 
of them quite different from 
the forces which lure men into 
crime. Primarily, men are in- 
terested in money to pay their 
bills while women are covetous 
of what money will buy, and

One of the most popular sys- 
tems of stealing by women is 
to make out refund slips to 
non-existent customers and 
then pocket the cash them- 
selves Here is a statement 
from a young woman. employe 
of a store in Cleveland: 

“IT put through anywhere 
from four to 10 cash refunds a 
day which were not legitimate 
customer transactions. The av- 
erage refund was never un- 
der $6 and, as a rule, I kept 
the amount to unde~ $25 apiece 
in order to avoid suspicion. I 
always had my _ pocketbook 
right alongside me near the 
cash register. I stole mostly 
because I wanted to show off.” 

There's just no telling where 
we'll find a dishonest woman 
employe at the root of some or- 
ganization that is in serious 
financial trouble. At a book- 
store in Washington, D.C.. we 
uncovered a motherly, some- 
what unattractive type who was 
victimizing her employer for 
about $20,000 a year. One fed- 
eral agency, in buying large 
numbers of books from this 
store, preferred to pay cash. 
Most of this cash went into this 
woman's pocket and she handed 
it over to her boy friend 

A beautiful assistant designer 
in a New York dress house 
made copies of dress designs 


and sold them to competing 
manufacturers. She was on the 
payroll of at least six dress 
manufacturers, who swamped 


the market with cheaper imi- 
tations of the fashions she 
helped design for her employer. 

The posh New York restau- 
rant was internationally-known 
for its lavish decor, magnificent 
food and impeccable. service. 
The waiters were austere, long- 
experienced and extremely 
well-paid—yet, they were steal- 
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singleton or the guarded king 
would do—so he made a cue 
bid of five diamonds over four 
hearts, inviting partner to 
jump to a slam or cue bid six 
clubs with second-round club 
control. 

East with two losing clubs 
could do no better than bid 
five spades and West, realizing 


ing some $40,000 a year from 
their boss 

This they did by having du- 
plicate service checks printed. 
After collecting from their 
high society clientele, they 
made change from their own 
pockets and failed to process 
authorized checks through the 
cashier. Sometimes they used 
the same check two or three 
times for different patrons who 


had ordered similar food and 
drink. 
Our management engineer- 


ing firm found that at another 
eating place, in New Orleans, 
the manager would declare as 
lost or broken many cases of 
bottles on which deposits had 
been paid the beverage distrib- 
utors. Then he would smuggle 
the bottles out and redeem the 
deposits. Small stuff? This one 
little sideline netted him $500 
a month 


At a resort hotel in Miami 
Beach, bartenders misappropri- 
ated about $25,000 worth of 
liquors charged to special par- 
ties and banquets. Working in 
coluusion with waiters, only 
part of the liquor the customer 
was charged for actually was 
served his guests. The re- 
mainder was smuggled out and 
sold, 

in. Boston, the purchasing 
agent for a multimillion-dollar 
hotel chain admitted taking 
kickbacks ranging ‘from 3 to 
10 per cent on total purchases 
exceeding $2,000,000 a year. 
His usual kickback was 3 to 5 
per cent on alcoholic bever- 
ages, 5 to 7 per cent on fruits 
and vegetables he bought for 
the hotel dining rooms, and 
7 per cent on meat, fish and 
poultry. 

Right this minute I would 
estimate that American busi- 
nesses are weighted down with 
several billion dollars worth 
of similar bribes and payoffs. 
Millions and millions of dol- 
lars are going down the drain, 
unknown to the management 
and owners of thé companies 
that are being bled white by 
misguided workers. 

The eventual burden of all 
this dishenesty is borne by the 
consumer—you and me. If you 
are one of the millions of 
Americans who own stock, or 
whose pension plans or in- 
surance companies own stock, 
then employe dishonesty cuts 
into your profits and divi- 
dends.

For in this Chicago office they 
uncovered an airline reserva- 
tions clerk who had developed 
his own “private clientele” 
and had thereby acquired an 
extensive wardrobe and an 
impressive bank account 

What this clerk did was to 
reserve space under fictitious 
names on flights far in ad- 
vance, then “black market” 
these reservations at substan- 


when it undertook a major 
renovation. Hospital workers 
falsely classified as damaged 


and unusable much furniture 
that actually was almost brand 
new. Some of these valuable 
fixtures were sold to second- 
hand dealers a. one-tenth of 
cost, with the

“Ann Arbor Revisited” program that officially inaugurates 
the broadened objectives of what used to be known as the 
Infantile Paralysis Foundation. The ceremonies at Ann 
Arbor, Mich., will dramatize the new fields into which the 
National Foundation now is entering: arthritis, birth de- 
fects, virus diseases beyond polio, as well as re-emphasizing | 
the need for continuing polio vaccination. 


It is fitting that the drive should be launched 
from the site where, on April 12, 1955, the Salk 
vaccine was declared safe and effective. For it was 
the report of Thomas Francis Jr. on the results of 
the nation-wide field trials of the vaccine devel- 
oped by Dr. Jonas E. Salk that really made possi- 
ble a new éra for the National Foundation, which 
was founded by my husband. 


It seems altogether appropriate that scientists will ad- 
dress a conference of youth leadefs in Ann Arbor, for these 
young people will be the leaders of the future health cru- 
sades.

And I do hope that this symposium on polio vaccina- 
tion will serve to remind everybody about getting polio 
shots. I understand millions of Americans still are unpro- 
tected—and there were more polio cases in 1958 than in 
1957. This will continue, I am told, until people of all 
ages everywhere are vaccinated.

WITHIN THE YEAR the 
X-15 will take to the skies 
marking man’s first flight in a 
true space ship. 

As the tempo of manned 
flight accelerates, the time will 
come when we must be con- 
cerned with sustaining the 
man in space. Food and: water 
must be provided and condi- 
tions for living in closed 
cramped quarters must be 
studied. 

In the case of the X-15, the 
man will not even circle the 
earth. so no provisions are 
needed. When in the next few 
years, @ man goes into space 
for 24 hours or so, his food can 
be taken along and his oxygen 
can be furnished from a reser- 
voir taken along, too. 

But once man is in space for 
extended periods of time, car- 
rying food, water and an at- 
mosphere wil! not be feasible. 
Then scientists and engineers 
must resolve the problem of 
creating these essentials in 
space. * 

The solution of this problem 
may lie in the use of photosyn- 
thesis which is part of a closed 
cycle on earth in which plants 
can create oxygen. 

Toward this end caonsider- 
able attention has been paid to 
the Chlorella Algae. a green 
scum found on the surface of 
still bodies of water. 

This uses the carbon dioxide 
of the air and water to syn- 
thesize a plant life which can 
be used as a food. In the space 
ship, the algae will use the 
carbon dioxide created as a 
by-product of the breathing of
